•pHE RUMOR PERSISTS THAT PREMIER 
1 Bennett, on the advice of his medical advisers, 
is about to hand over to somebody else the duties of 
leading the Conservative party at the forthcoming 
general elections. It it suggested that he may do it 
before June 3 and allow Sir George Perlcy to lead 
the House until dissolution. 

A dispatch from London this morning indicates 
that it it practically certain Mr. Stanley Baldwin will 
replace Premier Ramsay MacDonald as Prime Min¬ 
ister of what is called the National Government of 
Great Britain "within three weeks.'* Apparently a 
somewhat distu rbing report from Mr. MacDonald’s 
oculist irresponsible for this prediction. It will be 
recalled that the Prime, Minister’s eyes have given him 
a good deal of trouble in the last two years, while hie 
general health, due to heavy work, has been con¬ 
siderably impaired. 

There would seem to be a co nne ct ion between 
these two reports. June 3 will be the King's birthday. 
Mr. Bennett was present at the recent celebrations in 
Britain and Mr. MacDonald, as Prime Minister, 
naturally took a very importaat part. Mr. Bennett 
hat worked hard for Canada. Mr. MacDonald 
has worked hard for Britain. Canada and Britain 
are the two senior Dominions of the Britannic Com¬ 
monwealth of Nations. It wquld thus appear that 
the King might like to honor both these Prime Min¬ 
isters in hit Silver Jubilee year in tome form or an¬ 
other on June 3. 

Therf is no difficulty about elevating Premier 
MacDonald to the peerage. Viscount Loisaemouth. 
by the way. would teem to be a fitting title, if he 
wants one. Three great statesmen of the last century. 
Bright, Gladstone and Chamberlain, of course, were 
quite content to remain commoners, and Mr. Lloyd 
George is still one. But the translation of Mr. Mac¬ 
Donald from the Commons to the Lords would relieve 
him of an embarrassing situation. He is a lonely 
Prune Minister. It can nor be gainsaid that the 
former ardent Socialist is merely tolerated in a Tory 


fsel mi boms, nothing will restore 
their color.

Mr. McGcer tells Mr. Bendett that whatever 
actions were necessary were due to deplorable con¬ 
ditions now existing throughout the Dominion which 
am due to the misguided and unsound policies that 
Mr. Bennett has put into operation. 

After five years of Mr. Bennett's leadership, Van¬ 
couver's mayor reminds the Prime Minister, our rail¬ 
ways are bankrupt, our international trade has'fallen 
> to inconsequential levels, our provinces and our muni- 
cgialities ut hopelewly m debt, our taxpayer! are 
unable to meet their obligations, confiscation by tax¬ 
ation and mortgage is the order of the dey. destitution 
is the lot of the masses and armed force is necessary 
to maintain constituted authority. 

Under Mr. Bennett’s administration we have 
lost casta with the Motherland and our sister over¬ 
seas Dominions. There is practically no nation that 
is not offering some form of trade reprisal against us. 
As Mr. McGeer says, for Mr. Bennett at this stage 
of hte own unfortunate political career to attack men 
like hansel f and the Premier of Ontario is an in¬ 
dication that Mr. Bennett has never learned the 
wisdom of the saying that one should not undertake 
to take the mote out of his brother's eye while he 
has a beam in his own. 

Mayor McGeer points out that the action taken 
by the city of Vancouver in endeavoring to secure 
aa adjustment in interest rates was based on two 
propositions—first, that the wages of men having 
gone down, the wages of money should follow a 
similar course; second, if the bondholders continued 
to exact the present rate of interest, they would force 
the city of Vancouver into bankruptcy and jeopardize 
the entire investment in our city hoods. 

His Worship goes an to declare that it is m the 
best interests of die bondholders that interest rates 
should be reduced to the plane where his city can 
meet its obligations, for if that is not done, the bond¬ 
holders will not only lose interest but will lore principal 
as urell. 

Mr. Bennett, of course, can see nothing but 
the continuation of the pre-depression wages of money, 
concluded Mayor McGeer. "Ha ie of the type of 
individual who places money values above everything 
else. It is because of this attitude that his admin¬ 
istration has failed so pitiably." 

The commentary on this, of coarse, is that Mr. 
Bennett, on account of his financial associations, is 
completely out of touch with dm ordinary people of the 
country and. therefore, does not understand their 
problems—which have become considerably more per¬ 
plexed under his administration than they were before.

THB FATMAN BILL 

•"pHE UNITED STATES HOUSE OF REP- 
1 reeentativet hat paired, by a vote of 322 to 98, 
what is known al the Patman bonus bill over the 
President’s veto. The House passed the bill the 
first time this year on March 22. disregarding Mr. 
Rooaevelt’a threat that he would veto it if it reached 
hh desk. He made his appeal for support of hit veto 
to Congress in person—the first personally delivered 
in history. The bill it now before the Senate, and 
it it confidently expected that that chamber will 
uphold the President. To override the veto a two- 
thirds majority of both Houses ia required—already 
registered in the lower House. 

The House,of Representatives has a habit of 
passing the Patman bill—which ia sponsored by Rep¬ 
resentative Wright Patman. Texas Democrat It hat 
approved the essentials of the measure three times since 
1932. As the bill came through this year it would 
cash the veterans' bonus certificates by a $2,000,- 
000,000 issue of United States notes. To follow 
this course, said the President to Congress, would 
be to insure "disastrous consequences." 

Bonus certificates to United State* veterans of 
the Great War were issued on January I, 1925, 
with a lift of twenty year*—due in full m 1945. 
The Patman bill asks that the certificate* be re¬ 
deemed now. The point the President make* it that 
the veterans, many of whom never left the United 
States at all, should not be tingled out for still more 
favorable treatment, especially under present economic 
conditions, after everything else the United State* hat

The United States hat been historically unfor¬ 
tunate is tha matter of pensions. Every year very 
Urge amount* of mot. -y have to be paid to veterans 
and veterans' dependents of the Civil War of 1861, 
while not very long ago it was discovered that pensions 
were being paid even to descendants of soldiers who 
fought in the War of Independence. Thus it is not 
surprising that President Roosevelt, at dpt stage, ia 
not in the mood to sanction the issuance of tyro billions 
of dollars of what he term* “printing preta money” 
—because it is an invitation to "an ultimate reckon¬ 
ing in uncontrollable price* and in the destruction of 
the value of savings.” 

Needless to add, the UnkedStatet veterans* 
organizations for several years have been campaigning 
and lobbying for cash payment of these bonus certifi¬ 
cates.
